President Eisenhower yes- 
terday was called on to veto 
the Butler - Dies - Huniphrey 
bill, an “unconstitutional bill 
conceived in hate and passed 
in hysteria by a cowardly Con- 
gress. ina he st sent by C. B. 
Baldwin, national secretary of the 
Progressive Party, the. President 
was told a veto would “meet with 
everwhelming support.” 

Baldwin at the same time sent 
identical wires to ex-President 
Harry Truman and Adlai Steven- 
son, the Democratic party candi- 
date fér President in the ‘52 elec- 
tion, calling on them to urge 
Eisenhower to veto the legislation. 

“If this bill becomes law after 
having been pushed through a 
hysterical Congress by Democratic
